Demonstretion Farm Cultivation 
. Meets Big Response 

Harrowing grain when a few inch¬ 
es in height as a picans of destroying 
weeds and increasing the crap yield 
is advocated more than practiced. 
That it is a system which is profit- 
able under proper conditions' was de¬ 
monstrated at the Athabasca demon¬ 
stration farm of the Alberta depart¬ 
ment of agriculture this season, re¬ 
garding which the Athabasca Herald 
says: 

“The soTl of the demonstration 
farm is by no means th^best in the 
Athabasca district. In fafct, it is away 
below the average quality. Yet, judg¬ 
ing by results obtained this year, wc 
have a valuable object lesson in what 
can be done by application of scien¬ 
tific principles to agriculture. Man¬ 
ager Farmer gives us. the following 
results ol the season’s operations: 

“Secding-was begun cm May 4 and 
ended on Jnne 16. 

“Three ad-cs of fodder corn greiv 
to the height of three feet, when 
frost-bitten in September. 

“Three acres of turnips yielded 27. 
tons, an average of 9 tons per acre. 

“Seventeen acres of barley yielded 
500 bushels, an average of 29 7-1/ 
per acre. 

“Forty-two acres of oats yielded 
1,692 bushels, an average of 10 2-7 
bushels per acre. 

“Six . acres of registered Banner 
cats yielded 600 bushels, an average 
of 100-bushels per acre. 

“Fifty-two acres' of green feed 
yielded 30 tons. 

“All the grain crops were harrow¬ 
ed when 1 to 2 inches high. The 
Banner oats were harrowed again 
4 inches high. 

“Barley was seeded at the rate -of 
2 1-2 bushels per acre: oats, 3 bushels 
per acre, and green feed 4 bushed*

This was the keynote of a" speech 
delivered by Sir Thomas White, the 
Minister of Finance, to an anditatcc 
that crowded Massey Hall, Toronto, 
after his trip to England and the bat. 
tie front. The speaker laid particular 
stress upon the splendid work being 
djtee by Canadian soldiers abroad 
anff also paid high tribute to the 
people and government of England 
for the way in which they took C3re 
of the men of the Dominion forces, 
both on the firing line and in Eng¬ 
land. 

The Canadian hospitals in England 
were doing a great work, said Sir 
Thomas. He paid particular atten¬ 
tion to that of the Waldorf Astors, to 
whom, lie said, Canada owed a great 
debt of gratitude for wliat they were 
.doing at Cliveden. 

He voiced Canada's detenpination 
to carry on the war to a victorious 
end, and prophesied that it would not 
end until German}- was prepared to 
meet the terms of the Allies. 1 

“Canada,” said Sir Thomas, “with 
a heterogenous population of eight 
millions, scattered over a territory as 
large as the continent of Europe, has 
recruited nearly 400,000 of her sons, 
has transported a quarter of a million 
overseas and has placed more than 
otic hundred thousand in the fore¬ 
front of the battle-line of Western j 
Europe. 

“Before the war a borrowing na- \ 
tiou, she is today financing her own, 
heavy expenditures aud in addition is 
loaning money to the Mother Coun¬ 
try to aid her finance on this side 
of the Atlantic. 

“Canada, before the ,\ rt r, 'with an 
adve'rse international trade balance 
of $300,000,000 today has a favorable 
balance, which'for the current year 
will reach at least five hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars and probably more. 

“When I left England the author¬ 
ities there looked forward* to no carlv 
termination of the war. The opinion 
of Sir William Robertson, chief t>( 
staff, appeared to be that wc were no* 
more than half-way through. But 
never lias the national spirit been 
more indomitable.

International Treaty Has Been Ar. 
ranged Between Them 

‘An international ; treaty providing 
for the protection of the migratory 
bitds has been arranged between 
Canada and the United States. De¬ 
tails of the agreement is made public 
by lion. Martin BurrcR, minuter off 
agriculture, who lias had charge of 
the negotiations for Canada. 

The matte*, was first taken vp at 
Washington in 1914, and the move¬ 
ment has received the support of the 
departments of agriculture in both 
countries and the commission of^JOit' 
servation of Canada. , 

The chief aim of the agreement is 
to prevent flic unnecessary slaughter 
of wild fowl and other migratory 
birds on both sides of "the boundary. 
It has been agreed to restrict the 
open season (gr all such birds to 3 1-2 
months. The open season must fall 
between September 1 arid March lO. 

The prohibition of spring shooting 
on both sides of the boundary also 
has been agreed to, and the interna¬ 
tional shipment of birds will be pro¬ 
hibited. 

The treaty has received the i.rfi 
approval of sportsmen -and of all as - 
sociqtious for the protection of wild 

fowl.

Abandoned Fine Law Practice to 
Realize His Boyhood’s 
Ambition : 

Herbert Henry Asquith as a young 
pupil in one of the public schools of 
London took an unusual interest in 
the doings of Farliametj.^ according 
to a well authenticated .biography. 
Whett a$ked by a schoolmate why 
this was, he is said to have replied: 
“Because I am one day going to be 
Word Chancellor or Prime Minister." 
That was forty years ago. 

Asquith was born in Yorkshire in 
1852, bht was brought up in London. 
His parents intended him to become 
aiawver and his studies were plann¬ 
ed accordingly, but his chief interest 
turned to politics. He was graduat¬ 
ed from Oxford with a brilliant 
standing and, entering the legal pro¬ 
fession, was soon recognized as one 
of the leaders of the bar. His prac¬ 
tice was extremely profitable, but the 
rewards had no attraction for him 
and he sacrificed three-quarters of 
his income voluntarily to enter poli¬ 
tics. He was elected to Parliament 
by a Scottish constituency in 1886. 

Soon lie made himself felt. It .tax. 
a resolution he introduced wide it 
brought about the downfall of l ord 
Salisbury’s Cabinet. He won his first 
Cabinet portfolio in 1892, whi.n Glad¬ 
stone appointed him Home CTcrc- 
tary. This post he held for three 
years, continuing in office under tin- 
Premiership of thwEarl of Rosebery. 

When the Liberals returned .o or- 
fice in 1905, Asquith became Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer under Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman. When 
the latter died iii 1908, the LibcraF, 
did not hesitate about the selection 
of a successor.. They chose Asquith, 
and lie has been premier ever since. 

No Prime Minister of Great Brit¬ 
ain has ever been confronted with 
more serious problems than those 
which the great war forced upon As¬ 
quith. He was rcgarde(%as the nat¬ 
ural selection for the leadership of 
the Coalition administration. 

Asquith has faced much criticism, 
bitter at times, since the beginning 
of flic war for the manner in which i 
he handled some of its problems, but ] 
it lias always been admitted, even oy 
his enemies, that, although he is a 
“hard mail,” he lias worked stead¬ 
fastly and loyally according to his: 
lights.

A 
very large number of the 20,000 Can¬ 
adian sick and wounded now in 
England will come under the new 
rule.

One month was tlie limit set for the starvation 
of the people of the British Isles by the Germans. 
Half that time has elapsed and yet there appears 
to be no suggestion of a panic among„ the peo¬ 
ple. From being the bolt from the blue of two 
weeks ago the campaign has settled down into a 
rather more than usual annoyance that has to be 
dealt with, and it is rather njore than likely that 
in a short time it will dwindle down to nothing 
out of the ordinary because it .has been dealt 
with. " < 

Figures have been produceefto show that to 
be effectual in its purpose, 33,000 tons of shipp¬ 
ing must be sent to the bottom dvery day for 
120 days. Against this, Lloyd’s report an av¬ 
erage loss for four days of 20,250 tons a day. 
Wide of th^mjeessary amount as this is. it is 
neverthelesssignificant, and even the ^ greatest 
mercantile nation cannot afford los^je^ of such 
magnitude when its civil and military existence 
depends upon its overseas communications.- 

The loss may not be so great as to threaten 
that existence, but it is going to have a great 
effect economically, that is, on available supplies 
in the country, and it is well to keep nr mind 
the fact that while the submarine peril will be 
dealt with more or less effectively, total ‘repres¬ 
sion may take a far longer time than is imagin-

Some interesting facts bearing up¬ 
on tbc immunity of Paris from at¬ 
tack by German airships have been 
recorded. The Germans gre well 
aware that any airship that suc¬ 
ceeds in-evading the local defences 
must run the gauntlet of swarms of 
areoplanes and scores of guns on 
re-crossing the French ftont. There 
are aeroplanes of every type in the 
Paris aerodromes that can be used 
against hostile air craft. The huge 
ranges of sheds house hunting 
planes, armed with machine-guns 
and able to travel at a speed that 
sounds fantastic when expressed in 
figures. There are machines whose 
special business it would be to' lo¬ 
cate the enemy for the fighters. 
There is.the very powerful machine 
mounting a small gun which was 
used in the Champagne offensive. 

There are machines equipped _with 

( special weapons for special emer- 
f gencics. There is here to be seen 
every device of which an airman 
can make use against another, whe¬ 
ther he fly in a machine lighter or 
heavier than air. 

The men who will use these wea¬ 
pons are airmen trained not only to 
use their machines but positively to 
juggle with them. They loop the 
loop as naturally as a fish swims. 
They fly upside, down. They stand 
on their heads or their tails and turn 
round a couple of times like danciug 
Dervishes before resuming the nor¬ 
mal level of flight. And, in addition 
to their complete mastery of the art 
of flight, they are skilled in aerial 
warfare and used to meeting enemy 
planes in the air.

As an aid to the farmers of Al¬ 
berta, the Seed and Weed Branch 
of the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture has made arrange¬ 
ments with the College of Agri¬ 
culture at the University of Al¬ 
berta to have any seed samples 
submitted carefully tested, and 
and a report mailed. <The report 
will show the percentage of vital 
seeds in the grain from which 
the sample has been taken, and 
the farmer can thus be guided as 
the amount of seed to sow per 
acre. 

The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture is of the opinion that 
each farmer should take steps to 
assure himself of the^possession 
of sufficient seed of tha known 
vitality to meet his needs. In a

their seed. Amongst others, it 
requests the fanner to submit 
his ssmple of seed grain as early 
as possible, as it takes at least 
ten days to make a proper test 
aud the seeding station is over¬ 
rushed during the last month be¬ 
fore seeding. 

It also suggests in the bulletin 
that the samples be taken from 
several parts of the bin if it is a 
large one and these samples be 
mixed and another sample taken 
from the mixture. The grain 
should be cleaned before being 
submitted. ■ 

The effects of the course adopt¬ 
ed by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture should be noticeable in a 
much better quality of grain yield 
throughout the province, and this 
will, of course, result in the far¬ 
mers receiving better prices for 
their yield.' Alberta will be one

15 MILLION 


. London, Feb. 12.—The average 
daily expenditure of Great Brit¬ 
ain is now_ £5,790,000, Andrew 
Bonar Law, chancellor of the ex¬ 
chequer announced in the House 
of Commons today. The Chan¬ 
cellor said the totpl expenditure 
since the beginning of the war 
was £4,200,000,000.At the end of 
the current year the national debt 
would stand between £3,800,000,- 
000 and £3,900,000,000. Advances 
to the Allies and the Dominions 
would be approximately £390,- 
000,000. The number of applica¬ 
tions and the amount applied for 
by the general public for the new 
loan, the chancellor said, were 
largfer than ever before.

Of this 
number 10,535,944 are between 
tfte ages of 18 and 45 years and 
are now physically fit for service 
in the field it was said. 

In addition to this vast mobile 
force, the committee declared 
that if the French standard of 
,1910 should be applied 690,000 
men who annually reach military 
age in the. United States would 
be fit for service. By the Ger¬ 
man standard, as applied in 1910, 
the United States would have 
459,000 physically fit young men 
reaching military age annually.

of her resources in coal, 96 per cent, 
of her iron ore and 80 per cent, of 
her iron and steel manufacturing es¬ 
tablishments by the German invasion. 
At the same time the developments 
of the war multiplied her needs of 
precisely the things which those re¬ 
sources supplied. Official figures just 
furnished to the Associated Press 
show how, crippled as she was, 
France metamorphosed har remain¬ 
ing Industries and improvised new 
ones so as to utilize to the maximum 
her remaining resources, not only 
supplying her own a#tay, but hand¬ 
ing over nearly a quartrt-of her out¬ 
put in arms and munitions to her al« 
lies. France has supplied to the Bel¬ 
gians, "Russians, Italians, Serbians 
and Rumanians great quantities of 
such arms and munitions as she has 
manufactured herself and has aban¬ 
doned to her allies a considerable 
portion of what she bought abroad. 

“The cessions of war supplies 
France has made to her allies arc not 
regarded as sacrifices,’’, an officer of 
the general staff says. "We simply 
delegate thus a part of our energies 
to those who are in a situation to em¬ 
ploy them to the best advantage.” 

Of its total production since the 
beginning of the war, France has 
turned over, to its allies quantities 
that represent the following propor¬ 
tions: > 

Rifles, 30 per cent.; cartridges^ 
per cent.; field gun shells, 20 per 
cent; heavy artillery ammunition, 20 
per cent.; trench mortars, 13- per 
eent.; hand grenades, 27 1-2 per cent.; I 
protecting masks against suffocating 
gas, 10 per cent.; powder, 8 per cent.; 
other explosives, 5 per cent. 

A French„officer says that up to 
October 16, France had supplied Rus¬ 
sia with more than 600,000 rifles and 
more than 300,000,000 cartridges, sent 
her several hundred pieces of heavy j 
artillery, pillions of projectiles for 
field guns, millions of hand grenades, 
and thousands of airplane motors. 

"French technical experts and spe¬ 
cialists were also sent to Russia to 
intensify the home production,” he 
said. “There are now 22 officers of 
the subaltern officers and soldiers, of 
the French army occupying import¬ 
ant posts in Russian munition factor¬ 
ies.” 

The most important French mis¬ 
sion sent to Russia was that headed 
by Colonel Pyot, who transformed 
into munition factories a great many 
establishments that had not .previous¬ 
ly worked for national defene’e. 

Raw materials and coal have been 
sent in large quantities from Europe 
to Italy, together with a number »of 
batteries of heavy artillery with a 
supply of . shells to go with it. Besides 
keeping up the provision of project¬ 
iles for these heavy guns, France 
furnished Italy with a considerable 
number of charged 3-inch sheila and 
engaged to supply* regularly several 
thousand empty shells per day. Five 
hundred thousand helmets, 40,000 
trench shields, more than 100 trench 
mortars, hundreds of tons of alumi¬ 
num and chemical products, were 
among other things furnished to Italy 
while a French flying corps consti¬ 
tutes the defence of Venice against 
Austrian air attacks. 

From the end of 1914 until the 
evacuation of’Serbia, France supplied 
.the Serbian artillery with 2,000 3- 
inch shells per day. After the retreat 
it was France that undertook the 
transportation ond the reconstitution 
of the Serbian army at Corfu. The 
armament and ammunition were fur¬ 
nished exclusively by France and 
■were identical with those of thd 
French divisions; the rest of the ma-, 
terial and supplier were furnished* in' 
.common by FranA and Great Brit¬ 
ain. One hundred and fifty vessels 
. required for the transportation

Abolish Handkerchiefs 

. For Hygienic Reasons 


•Grave State of Unrest ,ind Attacks 
* By Socialists for War 
Suffering 

A special from London says that 
light on Germany's peacejiXQpOS'tl is 
given in a violent Socialistic- pamph¬ 
let taken from a German prisoner by 
a Canadian. It reveals a'^j'rave state 
of unrest in a large section of-Ger¬ 
many’s civil population, naming var¬ 
ious big cities such as Hamburg, Os- 
nahruck, etc. 

Headed by the single word “Hun¬ 
ger’’ in black gothic type, the pam¬ 
phlet fiercely accuses German rulers 
of senselessly plunging the nation in¬ 
to the war. It derides von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg’s explanation that 
Britain is the cause of the famine, 
and declares the scarcity of fcod is 
an inevitable result of the insane idia 
of war on Britain, Franco' and Rus¬ 
sia. 

The pamphlet points out that neu¬ 
trals are now short of food, and even 
reduced in places to eating turnips 
themselves, thus lessening exports. 
In Germany And Austria the iituation 
is hopeless and Turkey is scarcely 
able to feed its own armies It de¬ 
clares the German aristocracy, the 
wealthy and the food dealers, do not 
feel tiie famine which is slowly starv¬ 
ing the masses, and says that the 
military and political leaders have 
been- deluding the people with lies 
about victories. All their assurances 
about getting food from conquered 
territories are lies. German levies 
quickly exhausted this food .and now 
the people are starving in -Serbia and 
Poland. 

The indictment admits that Ger¬ 
many is able to continue the war-for 
a while, but points that ihe result 
will be, in addition to the slaughter 
of the battlefield, hosts of women 
and children, dead and starving. 

Now is the time for action to stop 
the war, concludes the address, ap¬ 
pealing to all Germaii Socialists to 
this end.

Flax growing has never obtained a 
firm <hoVd in any part of Canadas.' The 
reason for this is not quite evident 
because the climate and soil in moat 
of the provinces arc not at all un- 
snited to the growing) of this plant. 
Also it commands a good market at 
all times. 

v Sutty or seventy years ago almost 
every farm in the maritime tyrovinfW 
kadi its field, of flan. The nbre was 
manufactured at home- into beaut ful 
fabrics of snowy whiteness. Now few 
of the young people in the East even 
know what growing flax-looks like. 

One of tho reasons for the decline 
of what might be an important in¬ 
dustry was the introduction of fac¬ 
tory-made cotton goods at low prices. 
These took the * place of the home- 
woven linen. At the same time satis¬ 
factory arrangements could not# be 
madeKor the marketing of the fibre, 
or to be more accurate, there was t\o' 
available market 1 for * it. For these 
reasons farmers ceased to.grow it. 

And « in the western provinces 
where during the last five years the 
flax growing industry did appear to 
obtain a firm hold we alsn find a de- 
tm . ” 

The bureau of statistics of the pro¬ 
vincial department of agriculture has 
recently i been engaged in enquiring 
into the indastry in Saskatchewan 
for the purpose of daeertdining first 
of all why it has decreased so great¬ 
ly during the past few years; and 
secondly in order to find out if it 
would be possible in the future to 
grow flax from the fibre with pros*- 
peets of success. 

The following schedule of ques¬ 
tions was addressed to crop corres¬ 
pondents in the various districts of 
the province: 

/(l) How maqy tons of flax straw 
could be obtained from the 1916 crop 
within ten miles from our nearest 
station; (2) would the fanners in 
your township haul flax straw a dis¬ 
tance of eight to ten miles for three 
dollars per ton; (3) In your opinion 
would the farmers db-opqrate in pur¬ 
chasing a tow mill at a price of about 
$300 for the preparation of flax fibre 
worth $10 ^o $12 per ton; (4) would 
a chance to sell straw at the above 
prices induce fanners to grow flax

A year ago somewhat less thaa 
3,000 Canadian soldiers had been re¬ 
turned to Canada as medically unfit. 
Their number has now increased to 
nearly 8,600. The exact figures, as 
given out by the Militia Department, 
are: 

December 31, 1915—Tuberculosis, 
15; insanity, 15; wounded, gassed ana 
shell shocked, 495; other diseases and 
disabilities, 2,420; toul, 2,945. 

December 15, 1916—Tuberculosis, 
377; insanity, 168; wounded, gassr- 
and shell shocked, 1,640; other dis¬ 
eases and disabilities, 6,410; total. 
8,595. > 

There are today under treatment at 
the hospitals and sanitaria more than 
2,700 men. 

Two of the smaller hospitals litve 
been closed during the year, thr in¬ 
mates being .transferred to roomier 
premises. * *

Americans Eager Buyers and Product 
Comes Back as Patent 
, Preparation 

That all foul seeds-taken from grain 
at Fort Wiltiam and Port Arthur 
should be confiscated by the govern¬ 
ment and converted into meal lor the 
use ot stock raisers and dairyment of 
the west, is the opinion emphatically 
expressed by W. A. Matheson, of the 
Lake of the Woods Milling Company. 
He said this valuable material was 
being sent to Michigan and Wisconsin 
by shiploads, where if was enriching 
the farmers of those states engaged 
in the livestock industry, while our 
farmers were badly in need of it. 

“Our screenings are compensating 
the farmers of Michigan and Wiseon-i 
sin for the loss of their pine forests,”' 
said Mr. Matheson, “and for the life; 
of me I cannot, understand what our 
farmers organizations at-e thinking 
of. If they would look after matters 
like this instead of spending so much 
time trying to remedy real or fancied 
troubles by legislation they would be 
better off. 

"If I were the minister of agricul¬ 
ture I would confiscate all thebe 
screenings and put them in a small 
inexpensive plant to convert them in¬ 
to meal to be shipped back to the 
prairies to be fed to stock on the 
i farms. A lot of grain ears have to ' 
be brought back empty and I am sure 
! tad railway companies would Le glad 
[to haul, the meal for a dollar a ton. 
To this would have to be added the 
cost of grinding so that farmers 
would be able to secure it at a nom¬ 
inal price. 

American buyers are now paying 
$6 a ton for the stuff at the lake 
front elevators, a fact that indicates 
its value as a stock food. The Grain 
Growers’ Grain Company sell their 
screenings to the States the same as 
other companies, the $6 a ton evident¬ 
ly looking better to them than the 
needs of the western farmers.' How¬ 
ever, as' none of the grain dealing 
companies appear to interest them¬ 
selves m the matter, I think »he gov¬ 
ernment fchould take the action I 
suggest. 

Last summer we alone sold 180,000 
bushels of wild oats to American 
buyers. This will give you an idea 
of . the quantity of screenings' thar is 


artniciai jimb factory, of its own in 
Toronto, where also a special hospi¬ 
tal has been secured for orthopedic 
cases.

time hardy pioneers had been ventusr 
ing into the country and were al¬ 
ready beginning to produce bounti¬ 
fully from the virgin-soil.

or allow them to decay. That was a 
wasteful process; but we did not 
know any better. If we wanted to 
dispose of a straw stack, we thought 
the quickest and easiest way was to 
burn it; we wasted the straw by 
burning it and also burned the life 
from the soil which produced the 
straw. 

Since we found that a ton of straw 
has a fertilizing value of $2.50 we are 
spreading it upon the fields. Straw 
contains a large percentage of nitro¬ 
gen—more nitrogen, in fact, than is 
in the actual grain, and also contains 
other plant foods. This is why land 
becomes poorer each year unless the 
straw is returned to it. 

We use a straw spreader for distri¬ 
buting the straw over the surface of 
tbf fields. The spreader not only' 
breaks and tears fresh, bright straw 
and distributes it in a swath sixteen 
to twenty feet in width, but also will 
take hold of. old, partly decayed 
stacks that are compressed into hard 
chunks, wet otack bottoms, or straw 
in any condition, and spread it even¬ 
ly and at a proportionate depth. 

We find that straw used as a fer¬ 
tiliser does much towards conserving I 
the fertility of the soil. - Humus is 


havtr-been about as follows: 

Morning—1 1-4 pounds of oat chop, 


1-2 pound of bran, 4 pounds of prairie 
hay. 

Noon—11-4 pounds of oat chop, 1-2 
pound of bran, 3 pounds alfalfa hay. 

Nigfit—1-2 sheaf oats, with oat 
straw. , 

On two_ nights -of the week, the 
oat sheaf is replaced with two pounds 
of boiled oats.- Salt is given in the 
feed-three time* per week. The colts 
are watered three times daily. 

Fed as indicated, the cost of feed 
for one colt for 4 1-2 months during 
the past winter, amounted to $14.06.

As an illustration of this, one colt was 
allowed to run out rn the day during 
the first, second, and third winters. A 
full brother, of inferior conformation, 
was allowed out during the first win-, 
ter but during- the second winter was 
kept in the barn and given good feed. 
The latter colt weighed as much at 
two years as the first did at three 
years. Where protection is afforded, 
either by tree** hills, or a high board 
fence, etc., the colts would no doubt 
do equally well outside, but on the' 
open plains, without shelter of any 
kind, the colts are chilled by the 
strong winds, if left out for too long 
a period, and do not make as satis- 1 
factory gains. In order to overcome 
*«'» difficulty, light, roomy, box stalls I 
should be provided in w«l-ventilated 
stables, giving the colts' an opporton -1 
«ty to take some exercise inside, and 
this, when supplemented by an hour 
in the paddock, will keep them healthy 
and their limbs in good shape.

Appellate Division of Supreme 
Court Deals With Police 

i Cou *j* es 


In a case where the defendant 
pleads Ifltaorance of the presence 
of liqomr on hiTpremises where a* 
violation of the liquor Act is laid, 
his plea should be not guilty in¬ 
stead of guilty, according to the 
terms of an opinion handed down 
by the courtoX appeals a^j Cal¬ 
gary yesterday. 

The question arose in the case 
of Rex vs. MuteT where the de¬ 
fendant was convicted before a 
ptrffeeinagistrate, and the con¬ 
viction was quhshed by the court 
of appeals. It appears that the 
defendant had pleaded guijfcy to 
the liquor being found orf his pre¬ 
mises, but pleaded in extenuation 
that he had no knowledge of its 
being there. The magistrate re¬ 
fused to accept the plea of. ignor¬ 
ance and entered a plea of guilty, 
afterwards fining the .accused. 
Who wah defended by counsel. 

The court of appeals held that 
the facts did not disclose a plea of 
guilty, blit that the proper plea to 
have been entered was not guilty. 

In the case of Rex vs. Mutz 
and Rex vs. Noel the court reser¬ 
ved judgment E. J. Vprley, for 
the accused, argued that Noel 
was only acting as agent for the 
‘spotter’ Mclvor, who had an un¬ 
doubted Hght to purchase liquor 
outside the provincl, and that No¬ 
el was not the agent for Mutz in 
the transaction for which Mute 
waa convicted.
